F we talk digits in this column it must not be supposed that the influence of the 
silly season has made itself felt early. Car digits, along with the letters of the 
registration plates, are quite a troublesome item to stylist, manufacturer and 

owner, but mostly to the stylist. He has, these days, to style a frontal appearance 
that roughly conforms with an ellipse. It is small in area—much smaller than it was 
in 1938—and yet within that area he must accommodate at least a square foot of 
rectangular number plate, with uncompromising figures and letters of regulation 
height and thickness. 

The manufacturer then faces his share of the problem. Shall he press a special 
bumper in which the number plate can be recessed, and which will need replacement 
for export markets? Shall he flatten one of the curves of the back panel for a 
similar purpose and risk leaving an ugly “flat” in countries where size regulations 
are not so stringent as in Britain; or shall he make the whole thing readily detach- 
able so that it can be accepted by both eye and owner as an enforced excrescence on 
an otherwise elegant shape? Whatever he does—and the last method finds least 
favour—the British owner seems unsatisfied, being rarely able to resist the blandish- 
ments of the accessory manufacturer who offers him a trim but quite costly little 
package in white ivorine. 

No one doubts the usefulness in general of the British number plate, the primary 
purpose of which is, of course, to identify a disappearing car after a misdemeanour. 
A moment’s thought will show that the rear number plate is the only one that matters 
in this context and we wonder, therefore, if the authorities could not relax the regula- 
tions sufficiently to permit British cars to display only a small-sized plate in front, 
while retaining the normal size at the back. The Italians do this successfully, and 
anyone who doubts the difference that it makes to the job of the stylist should study 
the frontal aspect of the average Italian car. 


Right of Entry 


NCERTAINTY seems to prevail once again as to what constitutes a handsome 
air intake in the nose of a car. There can be no doubt as to what constitutes 
an efficient one; it is an unobstructed orifice into which the required quan- 

tity of cooling air can flow. Within that simple specification an admirable shape can 
be devised. Most motorists consider that the Bristol company did it, as did Triumph 
with their TR2 and Jensen with the Interceptor and 541. There has been, in the 
opinion of the purists, a little backsliding amongst these—the TR3 version of the 
Triumph has adopted an ornamental grille, and whatever its owners may aver, the 
fact cannot be hidden that to put a grille over an air orifice is to make a hole only to 
block it up again. No doubt im this instance it was a tussle of sales appeal against 
engineering efficiency; alas, the winner in such a struggle can always be forecast! 

The Bristol intake, as befits that of an aircraft engine manufacturer, retains its 
unrestricted access for the winds of heaven, and the 2-litre unit does not seem fussy 
about the fact in either summer or winter, up north in Scotland or down south on 
the Riviera. The Jensen 541 has the ultimate refinement—a hand adjustable shutter 
by which the air flow in to the radiator honeycomb can be regulated to suit the pre- 
vailing temperature. This is an up-to-date development of the older radiator shutters, 
and if given thermostatic control would seem an excellent way of ensuring rapid 
warming-up and the retention of “soak” heat for as long a period as possible when 
the car 1s left. 

Good temperature control results in a prolongation of engine life as well as 
efficiency in running and a gain in economy. Many motorists find the hand-controlled 
roller blind, rigged just in front of the radiator matrix, a great help im this respect. 
However, fallible human nature only too often forgets to lower (or raise) the blind, with 
consequent over-heating, and the thermostatically controlled grille shutter is a much 
better method of controlling cooling.. It would be satisfying to see it more widely 
adopted, especially as no great complication is involved. 








HE Caravan Club’s _biggest-ever

many who attended the National Rally it 
was a great joy to walk or drive through 
the lovely grounds and round Woburn’s 
placid lakes. Majestic trees, planted in an 
age when neither cars nor caravans had 
been invented, were once again young in 
the bright clothes of spring, the satis- 
fying green providing a perfect backcloth 
for the vivid colours of the flowering 
shrubs. 

The fauna of the park is chiefly noted 
for its herds of European and American 
bison and Pére David deer but, in the 
grassy lanes between the coppices, can be 
seen also Amherst pheasants, their lovely 
tail feathers sometimes more than a yard 
long. If eyes do not deceive, specimens 
of the now rare red squirrels were to be 
seen peeping through the trees at the 
strange invaders, 

For the official opening the Duke was

accompanied by the Duchess of Bedford 
and the Duchess of Leinster, who is a 
caravanner in her own right. It was 
rumoured that the Duchess was about to 
choose her fifth van and was taking the 
opportunity to select the most suitable 
model! 

Included in the events at the meet was 
the club’s annual general meeting, held in 
the Corn Exchange at Bedford. The 
chairman, George Hollingbery, announced 
that total membership was now 20,557, 
which means that membership has just 
about doubled itself in the past four years. 
The chairman drew attention to the new 
caravan rescue service, and free legal 
defence and assistance schemes which 

now put the club on much the same foot- 
ing as the two motoring organizations with 
their get-you-home schemes and legal aid. 

On the subject of sites exclusive to 
members of the Caravan Club, he bad to 
admit failure to obtain land on either the 
Sussex or Hampshire coasts, but reported 
better success elsewhere. There is a new 
one to be opened this summer at West 
Runton, in Norfolk; another has been 
provided by the Dunbar Town Council 
and two more are expected to be estab- 
lished shortly in the Lake District. There 
are now 138 sites exclusive to the club. 

The club has been successful in seeking 
the abolition of the international inventory 
of the contents of a caravan. This inven- 
tory was a most tiresome affair requiring, 
as it did in duplicate and in the language 
of the country to be visited, the precise 
weight and value of every item carried; 


and even the egg cups had to be weighed. 

At Woburn Park a number of competi- 
tions were held. Perhaps the most im- 
portant of these from the motoring aspect 
was that for the Harris Cup. In this a 
driver’s skill is tested in adept handling 
of an outfit in confined space and against 
the clock. Regulations this year required 
competitors to drive up a centre road, 
turn right into a narrow lane, stop, reverse 
out into the centre road again and, after 
backing for some yards, reverse into 
another narrow lane on the driver’s blind 
side; passengers were not to dismount and 
no practice runs were allowed. Perform- 
ance was judged on a combination of time 
and neatness. 

For this competition about 60 drivers 
had persuaded their wives to repack the 
vans in order that they might take part. 
It was interesting to see the wide variety 
of ability displayed. Some got in a hope- 
less tangle—one even backing out the 
wrong way; many were very near 
to “jack-knifing” their outfits. Two 
things were very evident. The first was 
that not enough attention is paid in cara- 
van design to providing straight see- 
through for the car driver. The second 
that those competitors who spend their 
working days on farms, driving and 
reversing tractors and trailers, had the 
edge over their fellows. This was seen 
in perhaps its highest degree when Miss 
Spriggs, a farmer’s daughter, aged 15, 
made a near-faultless run with a Land- 
Rover-Alperson 14 outfit. This accom- 
plished young lady will be allowed to 


drive on the highway in two years’ time! 

The winner, Dunningham, 
driving his Land-Rover-Stirling Castle 
outfit, was almost explosive. He tore up 
the track in a cloud of dust, slammed on 
his brakes and immediately backed out. 
Although they were in no danger, some of 
the spectators were apprehensive lest the 
van should suddenly shoot off at a tangent. 
Dunningham, however, was much too 
clever for that; his caravan tail went neatly 
and quickly into the lane on his blind side 
just as if he had practised on the course 
many times. An outstanding performance 
of a difficult task. 

In the other competitions, awards for 
the best amateur-built caravans went to 
P. R. James, R. J. Barker, W. A. Archer 
and W. V. Neal, but no awards were 
made for either heating systems or for 
open-air equipment. For owners’ im- 
provements, eight prizes were given, two 
in each of four ‘categories : — 

(A) Major improvements involving a 
change of layout: Ist C. E. R. Meakins, 
2nd J. T. Bovey. (B) Inside fittings: Ist 
F. E. Wright (cool milk storage), 2nd 
S. Dowling (cocktail and coffee cabinet). 
(C) Outside fittings: Ist H. E. Chadwick 
(automatic breakaway brake), 2nd F. G. 
Taylor (caravan winch). (D) Electrical 
fittings, inside or outside: Ist G. V. 
Mardon (puncture tell-tale), 2nd W. H. B. 
Everett (keyhole lighting).

At the Searchlight Tattoo 


NE of the features of the Searchlight

Traffic Points ... 


VW REING of a road in London by 
3ft 4in to 17ft 10in increased the 
saturation flow (i.e. the total number of 
vehicles which theoretically could pass if 
they were making use of all the road sur- 
face available all the time) through this 
section from 1,710 vehicles per hour to 
2,060. The Road Research Laboratory 
has calculated the savings in working time 
of buses, goods vehicles, drivers and 
passengers, and found that in one year 
this amounted to roughly 50 per cent. In 
other words, the cost of the improvement 
would pay for itself within two years. 
Another interesting item to be found in 
the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research report for 1954-55 (H.M. 
Stationery Office, 7s 6d) concerns skid- 
ding. It was found that many sites 
responsible for frequent skidding acci- 
dents had a coarse-textured road surface; 
on examination, the stones in this dress- 
ing were seen to have become rounded 
and polished, and when resurfacing had 
been carried out at these points the acci- 
dent rate went down by some 40 per cent. 


... And Fires 


IRES in oil and petrol vehicles have 
resulted in 50 per cent more calls to 

fire brigades, according to the Joint Fire 
Research Organization. The most fre- 
quent reasons are faults in electric wire 
and cable, and heat, sparks or friction 
from the engine. This reflects, as well as 
the increase in-the number of registra- 
tions and in the accident figures, a,greater 
use of electrical energy in the oltre car. 
It is difficult to think up positive 
explanations, but one could easily specu- 
late along the lines of some small reason, 
such as use of plastic for the cables in- 
stead of the previous rubber. Unlike 
rubber, some plastics burn without smell.

TIGHT motorists are often haunted by 
the fear of not finding an open petrol 
station before the tank is empty. For 
their convenience, the Automobile Asso- 
ciation has compiled a list of 566 all-night 
garages, and a further 200 which stay open 
until midnight. This useful booklet is 
arranged under county and road number 
headings for ready reference, and is avail- 
able free to members. There is no guar- 
antee that the stations listed will be open 
for other than petrol and oil sales. 


Assembly Plant Closes 


OUR HUNDRED workers in the 

G. A. Brittain assembly plant at Dub- 
lin lost their jobs when the firm closed 
down towards the end of May. Other 
plants there are working short time, and 
only half of Ireland’s 2,000 assembly 
workers are still employed. This is a result 
of the sales resistance among customers, 
following recent increases of 6d per gal- 
lon in the cost of petrol and 15 per cent 
in the vehicles import levy. Sales of cars 
in the republic last year totalled 23,674. 
If trade does not improve in the near 
future, the Irish Motor Traders’ Associa- 
tion will seek an interview with the 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce. 


Courtesy for Tourists 


ROME traffic police are now employ- 
ing courtesy tactics in an attempt 
to persuade foreign tourists to observe the 
city’s traffic regulations. The owners of 
cars carrying foreign licence plates who 
have been guilty of minor offences, will 
now receive the following note: “ Dear 
Sir, Rome, the sought-after goal of inter- 
national tourism, has the pleasure of 
counting you among its visitors. It often 
happens, however, that even the most 
disciplined motorist, without knowing it, 
violates the traffic regulations. 

“In this particular case, you have in- 
fringed article number... Being sure that 
you acted in perfectly good faith, the city 
administration takes note of it and wishes 
you a happy stay in Rome.” 


OUTSIDE 


PARKING without lights will be per- 
mitted outside the London area after 
June 5, subject to certain conditions. 
One-side parking lights will also become 
permissible. It is left to the discretion 
of the Chief Constable in each district 
to decide on which roads parking without 
lights can safely be permitted. Roads 
approved for this purpose will be marked 
by a special traffic sign in the form of a 
horizontal black band, without wording, 
on a white background. This sign will 
appear on or near the street lamp 
standards. 

As in London, parking without lights 
will be allowed only on roads which have 
a speed limit of 30 m.p.h. or less and no 
part of the vehicle must be more than 25 
yards from an illuminated street lamp. 
The vehicle must not be within 15 yards 
of a road junction and its near-side (or in 
a one-way street cither side) must be close 
to and parallel with the kerb. 

Special parking lamps or off-side front 
and rear lamps will be permitted on any 
road subject to a speed limit of 30 m.p.h.

Irish Ferry Cheaper 


TT passenger return fare on Silver 
City Airways’ Belfast-Stranraer 
vehicle air ferry is to be reduced by ten 
shillings to £4 10s return. Vehicle charges 
remain unaltered.

Paper Plan 


‘TT line of the Slough and Maiden- 
head by-pass has been published by 
the Minister of Transport. The motor- 
way, as planned, would leave A4 at 
Langley, just .past Colnbrook, _ slip 
between Slough and Eton and Windsor, 
cross the Thames near Bray and rejoin 
A4 at Maidenhead Thicket, just beyond 
the town.

WEDEN is a valuable export market 
for the U.K. motor industry, which 
intends to regain what has been lost 

there, stated Mr. Alan Dix, the newly 
appointed Scandinavian manager of 
Rootes Group, at a large meeting of the 
Swedish press and car importers in Stock- 
holm, where the new Hillman Minx was 
given its world premiére. 

Mr. Dix continued: “We shall exert 
ourselves to produce the cars the Swedish 
buyers want. We in Rootes Group have 
striven to. make our cars as perfect as 
possible, and with particular emphasis on 
those points which have been criticized 
in Sweden in cars of various makes. We 
have studied Swedish conditions, especially 
the need for complete draught- and dust- 
proofing, and have incorporated our find- 
ings in the new Hillman, which is the best 
that has been produced since the first 
model came out 25 years ago. We are not 
afraid of competition.”

Vulnerable Classes 


(CCHILD cyclists are the subject of a 
report published last Monday by 
H.M. Stationery Office, and the com- 
mittee’s main recommendation is that 
there should be great expansion of volun- 
tary training and testing schemes centred 
wherever possible in school premises 
with funds provided by authority, and 
paid helpers, recruited to assist voluntary 
personnel. Parents are adjured to ascer- 
tain that their offspring are competent to 
ride bicycles and that the cycles them- 
selves are not too large. Drivers are 
advised to reduce speed and give extra 
clearance to child cyclists, for obvious 
reasons. 

More cycle tracks are called for (but not 
alongside new motorways); lanes should 
be marked on existing roads where 
practicable and regular inspection of the 
mounts of child cyclists should be made. 
The committee foresee an inevitable rise 
in the number of casualties among child 
cyclists. 

April road casualties of all types totalled 
20,448, of which 387 were deaths and 
4,745 seriously injured. The figures 
were slightly down on April, 1955, but 
casualties for the first four months of the 
year are about 10 per cent higher than 
in 1955

The 
Walker-Salvadori Aston Martin retired 
with a broken de Dion tube only two laps 
from the end, when lying fourth. The 
second car, driven by Collins and Brooks, 
was the first, and only, British car to 
finish, taking fifth place in the general 
classification, and fourth in its class. The 
only other British entry, the Fitzwilliam- 
Carnegie privately entered M.G. A, was 
unfortunately disqualified when lying 
second in its class. 

Of the series of sports car events count- 
ing towards the Sports Car Championship 
the Nurburgring 1,000-km race is the 
fourth, and until last weekend Ferrari were 
comfortably in the lead with 22 points to 
Maserati’s 10. To make his position un- 
assailable, Ferrari turned up at the Nur- 
burgring with eight cars—four each of 
the 34-litre 4-cylinder and the 3}-litre

run in the race—Fangio and Castellotti 
driving fours, and Musso and Trintignant, 
Hill and Wharton choosing the others. 

Maserati entered three 3-litre cars in the 
big class, and two 1}-litres in the smaller 
—all four in the sports-racing category. 
Jaguars sent along two cars, one—a 1956 
car—with fuel injection (Hawthorn and 
Titterington) and the second with car- 
burettors (Frére and Hamilton). In prac- 
tice Paul Frére rolled his car over, dama- 
ging it considerably but escaping without 
injury. A mew car was sent out from 
England, driven down to the Ring by 
Norman Dewis, but arrived too late to 
practise and took up its position in the 
Le Mans line-up in 56th position. Aston 
Martin, too, sent only two cars, the works 
stock being somewhat reduced by the 
Daily Express Silverstone accident. 

In the 14-litre sports-racing category 
the most promising entries were the two 
brand new Porsches (entered by the 
works). These cars had low-pivot swing 
axle rear suspension. 

The first two practice days—Thursday 
and Friday—were wet; it poured on the 
Friday. In fact, Peter Collins’ time of 
10min 37sec in each of the two Aston

light-colcured part of the road is steeply banked ; the dark part is more-or-less level 


10min 29.3sec. Seven others, however, 
also beat them, the fastest being Fangio’s 
10min 03sec. The Musso-Trintignant 
and Hill-Wharton 12-cylinder Ferraris 
were slightly slower, with 10min 07.8sec 
and 10min 09.3sec respectively, These 
cars, with three twin-choke Weber car- 
burettors and dual ignition from four 
magnetos, have an output of 310 b.h.p. 
and an estimated maximum speed of 
170 m.p.h. Fastest in the smaller class 
were, not surprisingly, the Frankenberg- 
Herrmann and Trips-Maglioli Porsches, 
with 10min 26.lsec and 10min 28.3sec 
respectively. 

Race day was sunny and warm; a 
ground mist, which had obscured the sun 
during the early morning, was clearing. 
The 14-mile circuit, which turns and . 
twists, climbs and descends, through the 
fairytale, pine-wooded Eifel mountains, 
was quickly filling with crowds—even for 
the early start. Promptly at 9 a.m. the 
starter’s flag fell and 57 drivers 
scampered across to the cars. 


Away! 


Peter Walker stumbled and fell as he 
ran to the Aston Martin, slithering under 
the car and cutting his arms. As they set 
off along the back stretch, beyond the 
island of pits, it was Hawthorn’s Jaguar 
in front; but by half-way round it was 
Fangio, Moss, Hawthorn, and Collins— 
Ferrari, Maserati, Jaguar, Aston Martin. 
Portago came to grief before the lap was 
through—running off at the very tricky 
Karussel hairpin where the road is divided 
into the steeply banked inner section and 
the almost level outer. To leave the bank- 
ing too early means that the car will be 
thrown outwards as it takes to the level 
road; correct choice of line on to the 
banking, too, is very important. The 
Ferrari limped round to the pits, radiator 
intake completely closed and boiling hard. 
Mechanics refashioned the front, and 
Portago set off again—well behind, and 
leaving a debris of aluminium, like dress- 
makers’ trimmings, on the track in front 
of the pit. 

By the end of the first lap Frére’s 
Jaguar, which had started in 56th place, 
was up into eleventh. A lap later it was 
tenth, and by the sixth lap seventh. That 
was as far as it got. A piece of the starter 
housing broke away and fell into .the 
clutch bell-housing, eventually causing the 
car’s retirement. Norman Dewis’ journey 
had been in vain and Duncan Hamilton 
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did not get the opportunity for a drive. 

Hawthorn’s Jaguar still held third posi- 
tion, astern of Moss’ Maserati (which had 
taken the lead during the first lap), and 
Fangio’s Ferrari. During the fourth lap 
Musso, at the hairpin where the track turns 
back on itself to repass the pits, over- 
turned, breaking an arm and a rib, and 
putting the Ferrari out of the race. Only 
three laps gone, and two Ferraris were 
virtually out. 

By the end of the fourth lap it was 
Moss, Fangio, Hawthorn, Collins, and Hill 
—Maserati, Ferrari, Jaguar, Aston Martin 
and Ferrari—with von Trips’ marvellous 
little Porsche leading the 14-litre cars in 
sixth place. Next time round Collins had 
dropped a place and came in to the pits 
with a blocked jet—and stayed there till 
he had been passed by 21 cars, moving off 
in 25th position. The second of the fly- 
ing Porsches, too, came in for brake atten- 
tion and lost two places, returning to the 
race in twelfth position. And by now 
Trips’ Porsche had lost second gear—and 
was to continue its magnificent run, un- 
daunted, in this condition. 


Gaining Ground 


Steadily Collins won back his lost 
ground. By the eighth lap he had re- 
gained eight places. Seidel’s Porsche 
Spyder led the under-1,500 c.c. class for 
series production sports cars, and Riess’ 
300SL_ Mercedes-Benz the over-2-litre 
Gran Turismo class—though, on the 
eighth lap, he called at the pits, lost two 
places and dropped back some more be- 
fore retiring and yielding leadership to 
Martenson’s 300SL. The Mercedes pit, 
though the cars were ostensibly private 
entries, was manned by Mercedes works 

ersonnel—not the least of whom was 

eubauer. The Nathan-Kaiser Porsche 
Carrera led the under-2-litre Gran 
‘Turismo class, and Bonnier’s Sprint Veloce 
Alfa the under-1,300 c.c. G.T. class. 
These beautiful little cars were out in 
force and dominated their class, running 
like clockwork. 

Moss continued steadily to build up his 
lead over Fangio—1l9sec on the eighth 
lap, 23 on the tenth, 37 on the thirteenth. 
The Taruffi-Schell Maserati (Taruffi up) 
came next, then Hill’s Ferrari and Haw- 
thorn’s Jaguar. Trips’ and Frankenberg’s 
Porsches held on to sixth and eighth 
places, separated by Walker’s Aston Mar- 
tin. Portago’s Ferrari had worked its way 
up into tenth place, but came in to the 
pits and retired, the cooling system having 
suffered more than had been suspected. 
Collins, by the 16th lap, had worked his 
way. back to eleventh place. 

At this stage the larger cars had been

making their first pit stops for fuel and 
a Change of drivers. First came Fangio, 
and handed over to Castellotti. Taruffi 
brought in the Maserati and passed it on 
to Schell at the end of the sixteenth lap, 
when the car was in third position. Moss 
came in and handed over to Behra, who 
soon brought in the leading Maserati, trail- 
ing its left rear corner close to the road. 
It was jacked up, inspected, and wheeled 
away—retired. The spring shackle to the 
de Dion tube had broken. While the 
Maserati stood at the pits Fangio passed 
through into the lead. Eight laps earlier 
the Perdisa-Manzon Maserati, too, had 
retired with the same trouble. Having 
completed the first lap in seventeenth 
position, Perdisa worked the car up into 
seventh place by the tenth lap, when the 
rear suspension started to give trouble. 
The car lost a place as the handling de- 
teriorated, retiring on completion of the 
twelfth lap. 

Next time round the Taruffi-Schell car 
was called in and handed over to Behra. 
The regulations state that both drivers 
of a retired car may-take over one that is 
still in the race—but not one. Thus both 
Taruffi and Schell were out of a job, and 
Moss and Behra back at work. The Hill- 
Wharton Ferrari, too, was handed over, 
Portago taking the wheel at the end of the 

24th. lap, when the 
car was lying second 
(though, a lap later, 
it was passed by 
Behra). Thus Whar- 
ton and Hill, too, 
joined the unem- 
ployed. The two 
Aston Martins, sixth 
and eighth now, had

made their stops without losing their 
positions; Roy Salvadori, recovered from 
his Silverstone accident, but not quite up 
to strength, was in sixth place and Brooks 
in eighth. Hawthorn still kept the 
Jaguar in fourth place. 

By the end of the 25th lap, when this 
succession of driver changes and fuel 
stops had been completed, the order was: 
Castellotti, Behra, Portago, Hawthorn, 
Maglioli, Salvadori and Herrmann... 
Ferrari, Maserati, Ferrari, Jaguar. 
Porsche, Aston Martin and Porsche, the 
little Porsches still maintaining fifth and 
seventh places in the general classifica- 
tion. Kretschmann’s Porsche Spyder led 
the series production sports cars up to 
1,500 c.c.; the Martenson-Liebl 300SL 
still led the over-2,000 c.c. Gran Turismo 
class, the Nathan-Kaiser Porsche Carrera 
the under-2,000 cc. G.T. and the 
Bonnier-Mackay Fraser Sprint Veloce 
Alfa the under-1,300 c.c. G.T. In ninth 
place in general classification came the 
Barth-Rosenhammer A.W.E. The 
A.W.E., with six-cylinder, 14-litre engine 
and three twin-choke Webers, sounded 
thoroughly healthy and these cars were 
considerably faster than the 14-litre 
Maseratis, though not nearly so quick as 
the works Porsches. Many people 
among the British crowds were wishing 
that Lotus and Cooper had been repre- 
sented. 

A lap later Chiron and Villoresi’s Osca 
retired after a fine drive by Chiron who, 
at the pits, seemed to be doing a 
mechanic’s job as well as that of driver. 
On the same lap—26—Castellotti brought 
in the leading Ferrari and handed back 
to Fangio. Behra kept his distance 
behind the Ferrari at around 20sec, 
gradually bringing it down until the 32nd 
lap, when he brought the car in for its 
final fuel stop and handed over to Moss. 

Slowly but surely Moss closed up on 
Fangio. When he took over the Maserati 
was l6sec astern; the pit stop took 
57sec, putting the Maserati 73sec in 
arrears. There were 12 laps to go... 
just over six seconds a lap. Could it 
be done? Slowly the British driver 
brought down Fangio’s advantage. On 
lap .35 it was 62sec; lap: 36,.56sec; lap 
37, 54... lap 38, 42. ... Six laps to 
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go, 42sec to make up. Seven seconds a 
jap—a reversal of the Monaco G.P. posi- 
tion. It seemed unlikely 

At the Ferrari pit Castellotti put on 
his helmet and gloves. Surely, the 
crowds thought, Fangio was not coming 
in at this stage? On lap 40 he did—not 
to hand over to Castellotti but for fuel. 
As the Ferrari stood at the pit Moss 
sailed by into the lead. Fangio took the 
car back into the race . . . and Castel- 
lotti took off his helmet and_ gloves. 
Next time round Moss was 26sec in 
front, and then 28. 

So much for the tenser of the closing 
laps. In third place, on the 37th lap, 
Portago came in for fuel, and handed 
over to Gendebien. Hawthorn, too, 
came in, the Jaguar lying fourth and 
sounding beautiful. Mechanics bent 
over the cockpit and removed the seats. 


Though the main fuel tank is of rubber, 
the cars carried an auxiliary tank of 
riveted aluminium, and this had split 
along a join. 

Titterington, who was dressed up to 
take over, fed fuel into the main tank. 
As this supplies the engine through the 
auxiliary tank, the fuel fed, in turn, on 
to the track; the Jaguar stood in a pool 
of petrol and officials stood by with 
extinguishers. Before the trouble could 
be cured the car had been lapped by the 
leaders and had lost six places. Titter- 
ington took it back into the race, but the 
repair lasted only four laps before the 
Jaguar retired. 

The final blow was on the 4lst lap, 
when Salvadori’s Aston Martin, lying 
fourth, retired with a broken de Dion 
tube—letting the indomitable Trips- 
Maglioli Porsche (Trips now up) into

fourth position in general classification. 

Moss crossed the line comfortably in 
the lead, followed by Fangio and Gende- 
bien. Credit for getting the Maserati 
into this position must be _ shared 
between Moss and Behra, and Taruffi 
and Schell—all of whom drove it (in the 
ratio—Taruffii 16, Schell 4, Behra 12 
and Moss 12 laps). The Collins-Brooks

Cross-Channel—Do You Know the Signs ? 


NE of the aspects of motoring 
abroad which need worry the first- 
timer least is road signs, which on 

the Continent are pictorial in nature and 
thus readily understandable, even to the 
driver who speaks nothing but English. 
There have been a number of international 
conventions to which most European 
countries subscribed, and the signatories 
have bound themselves to a common 
standard. Britain did ratify the 1926 
convention, but has so far adopted no 
more than a handful of signs, notably the 
cross-road, sharp-turn and level-crossing 
ones. The British motorist travelling 
abroad soon begins to wish that this 
country would accept the international 
principle in its entirety. 

A foreigner in France needs little 
more than ten minutes’ study to familiarize 
himself with the essentials of the Code de 
la Route (highway code), which can be 
obtained in pictorial edition from the 
bookstalls for about 4s. The main thing 
to remember is that priorité a droite is a 
general rule: drivers should therefore 
give way to anything approaching from 
the right. This applies in all towns except 
where special routeing has been estab- 
lished or there are traffic lights, and so on. 

A main road, on the other hand, enjoys 
priority, while coursing through the 
country, over small roads joining it; it 
loses this importance, however, when 
entering a town. The readily under- 
standable “this is a major road” sign 
(thick vertical arrow beckoning the 
motorist onwards, the minor crossing 
roads being depicted by a narrow hori- 
zontal band) change to normal junction 


ones (St. Andrew’s cross in black on 
yellow, surrounded by a red triangle) in 
the built-up area. A word of warning: the 
Frenchman is not always so meticulous 
about respecting major roads as we are, 
so that priority is not a 100 per cent safe- 
guard. Incidentally, the words passage 
protégé on the main road sign mean that 
the junction approached is protected by 
the equivalent of a “halt” in England, 
and that the major road user has right of 
way. 

Sometimes the motorist will come across 
a square sign containing a black cross on 
a yellow triangle, the background being 
blue. This is the old warning for a main 
road crossing a secondary one, and is 
gradually being replaced by the large 
arrow depicted below. 

“No entry” is an important injunction 
to recognize; it is round in red with a 
white dash across the centre. If entry is 
barred to vehicles in both directions the 
sign is round containing a white middle; 
if it is forbidden to cars only the white 
circle bears a front view silhouette of a 
car. The silhouette is used quite a bit, and 
a similar circle in red enclosing two cars 
side by side (one red and one black) means 
that overtaking is not allowed at that spot.

One sign that is puzzling at first is a 
vertical black band on a yellow triangle; 
this denotes danger of some kind not 
covered by a special board. 

Be prepared to encounter city names in 
unfamiliar versions: Dutch and Flemish 
signs are not always readily recognizable, 
for instance. Would you know den Haag 
as The Hague right away? Even Firenze, 
farther south in Italy, may not readily 
convey Florence. 

Speed limits are in force through most 
of the villages and towns on main roads, 
and a different vitesse applies to lorries 
and cars. The limit for the car is repre- 
sented by a silhouette in the lower hemi- 
sphere of the sign accompanied by the 
figure; that for lorries in the top. Restric- 
tion for cars varies from as low as 
25 k.p.h. (about 16 m.p.h.) to 50 k.p.h. 
(31 m.p.h.) or higher. In Belgium the limit 
will often change on the way through a 
large city. 

About the same notice is taken of the 
limit as it is over here, perhaps less in 
France because the speed fixed is often 
almost too low for the modern car. In 
central Paris there is no limit at all, speed 
being governed the conditions of the 
traffic. Inciden don’t forget that 
Paris is a silent city now; no hooting. It 
is accepted practice, on the other hand, to 
hoot before overtaking on the open road.

The controls are hard 
and positive. One can feel under one’s hands exactly how 
the car is behaving. I had never before encountered such 
admirable handling characteristics. It seems almost tragic 
that we have today, in so many cases, forsaken such sound- 
ness, if of design; a trend I can attribute only 
to the appearance of the woman driver. 

The engine in its day must have been supremely efficient, 
and it still surprises me with its flexibility. Of the horrors 
of age I have found but few. Unfortunately the car did 
need a major repair.

OME years ago (in 1937, to be precise) the then sports 

editor of The Autocar covered 100 miles in an hour 

in a Type 328 B.M.W. two-seater sports car, which 
had a 2-litre overhead valve engine. This car was typical 
of the products of the German factory at that time. Other 
less powerful versions, with more spacious coachwork, pro- 
vided comfort for fast touring. 

The present-day equivalent of the latter is the Type 501 
B.M.W. This is available with a 2-litre six-cylinder engine 
or the more popular 2.6-litre V-eight power unit. The 
larger-engined Type 501 is a very good example of a com- 
pact, fast touring saloon, and it provides comfortable seating 
for up to five persons. A more luxurious version is desig- 
nated the Type 502. This is available with either the 2.6- 
litre 8-cylinder engine, as fitted to the car under review, or 
a 3.2-litre unit of similar design. 

During the road test many miles were covered on a 
variety of roads, ranging from the very fast autobahnen to 
ice-bound minor roads among the mountains of Southern 
Germany. The B.M.W. provided safe, effortless and com- 
fortable transport under these extreme conditions. 

The usual combined switch for coil and starter is. fitted; 
by turning the key anti-clockwise the radio and other elec- 
trical accessories can be operated with the coil and starter 
circuits dead. From cold a start was usually instantaneous, 
but if the engine was warm delicate manipulation of the 
throttle was required for a first-time 
Start. 

Once running, the smoothness of 
the V-eight engine was a remarkable 
feature of the car, and a glance at the 
instruments was necessary to ascertain 
that the engine was idling. It was 
equally unobtrusive throughout its 
speed range. Plenty of power is pro- 
vided for out-of-town driving and 
the car cruises happily at a genuine

85-90 m.p.h. along the motor roads of its native country. 
The engine responds immediately to sudden throttle 
openings and there are no ill-effects from fuel surge after 
negotiating hairpin bends on a mountain road. 

Driving in crowded city streets demonstrated the flexi- 
bility of the power unit, which would accelerate the 501 
smoothly from 14 m.p.h. in top gear. It was a restful car 
to drive; the only noise at high speeds appeared to come 
from the vicinity of the windscreen pillars, and very little 
engine and transmission noise was heard by the occupants, 
probably because of the effective sound insulation between 
engine compartment and body interior. 

When the fast concrete motor roads gave way to the 
winding and sometimes snow- and ice-covered roads near 
the Austrian border, the 501 showed up very well. If the 
driver wished, there was no necessity for continual gear- 
changing, even among the mountains. The car gave the 
impression of picking its way smoothly up a steep, rough- 
surfaced gradient in a leisurely manner that belied its ulti- 
mate performance. On the other hand it could be driven 
more energetically, and then enjoyed being hurried up and 
down the hilly roads. 

The manufacturers are fortunate in having a diversity 
of testing grounds close to the factory, and the lessons 
learned appear to have been applied fully to the final 
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In the instruction book (printed in three languages), the 
manufacturers state maximum speed in second and third 
gears to be 46 and 71 m.p.h. and during the test these figures 
were just exceeded. This performance in the intermediate 
gears was found invaluable for rapid overtaking and when 
driving on winding roads. 

Synchromesh is provided on the four forward speeds of 
the separate gear box, and control by the steering column 
lever is light and precise; but the type of mechanism 
employed tends to defeat any attempt at snap gear changes. 
The lever is well placed, and there is a feel of quality about 
the action. 

The clutch pedal has a light operating pressure, and there 
was no sign of slip during the arduous period when the 
acceleration figures were being taken. The positioning of the 
pedals calls for some criticism; they are placed close 
together, and until a driver becomes used to the car there 
is a tendency for the left foot to foul the brake pedal when 
changing gear. There is e2lso insufficient room for the 
right foot on the accelerator, for the transmission cover, 
which divides the floor of the front compartment, prevents 
a driver from obtaining a comfortable position for his foot 
on the throttle pedal (left-hand-drive car). 

On first acquaintance with the car, the brake pedal 
appeared to have more than usual free travel; it was thought 
that the brakes required adjusting, but B.M.W. state that

on the road. The all-steel body shell is welded directly to 
the chassis frame. It might be expected that this method 
would result in the usual amount of transmitted road noise, 
especially over pavé. However, only when the car was 
driven fast over this type of surface was there any notice- 
able noise. The suspension is stable, permitting little 
apparent roll on fast corners, and the supple torsion bar 
springing competently absorbs the inequalities of unmade 
and rutted surfaces. 

Control and forward visibility are good generally; on the 
left-hand-drive car used during the road test, the driving 
position placed the driver rather close to the door when 
he was directly behind the steering wheel. However, by 
adopting this position and adjusting the separate front seats - 
so that they are in line, it is possible to seat three adults 
in front. The steering wheel, on a non-adjustable column, 
is set at a good angle and it is possible for an average-height 
driver to see the top of both lamps. 

The curved windscreen has plenty of depth, but, as is 
unfortunately so frequent these days, the screen pillars 
are rather thick and can cause an obstruction to vision in 
certain circumstances. A good view rearwards is provided 
by the dipping mirror, and on the test car there was also an 
external mirror, which is an optional extra. 

Although not as elaborately equipped as the more costly 
Type 502, the 501 B.M.W. is complete in its furnishings, 
workmanship is of a high order, and paintwork and plated 
fittings are well finished. The facia is painted metal; the 
large speedometer, with matching instruments on either side, 
can be seen easily from the driving seat. There is no 
noticeable reflection in the screen at night. 


Bits and Pieces 


Below the facia and to the right of the steering column 
are the choke, illuminated when in use, and the hand 
e. Direction indicators are operated by an extension 
arm from the steering column, and the head lamps can be 
flashed by depressing the centre of the steering wheel boss. 
In night driving it was found that this method of warning 
slower-moving traffic was more effective than continual use 
of the horn. A large cubby hole and a useful grab handle 
occupy the right-hand side of the panel, while an ashtray 
is placed at the top in the middle. 

The Becker Mexico automatic signal-seeking radio fitted 
to the test car had a fine selectivity and tone; switching on 
the set caused the aerial to rise from its housing in the 
nearside front mudguard. Twin sun vizors, a clock, and a 
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map pocket on the driving side are other items of equip- 
ment. On the left of the front floor is a small lever which 
controls the reserve fuel supply and can also isolate the 
system. This would be better placed in some position 
where it was not likely to be trodden on by accident. 

Separate front seats have cloth-covered sponge rubber 
upholstery and give comfortable support; the backrests are 
adjustable for rake, and a long-legged driver has ample 
room. The rear seat is upholstered in a similar fashion, 
and there is good leg room. Rubber matting covers the 
driving compartment floor, and hair cord carpet is used 
at the rear. Doors are trimmed with cloth and leather- 
cloth, and a cloth head lining is used. A large ashtray is 
provided on each rear door, with support straps and coat 
hooks on the door pillars.

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have the doors hinged at the forward edge. The rear doors 
of the B.M.W. close on to the central pillars, and this calls 
for criticism because of the unpleasant possibilities. Each 
door can be locked by push button. 

Heating and ventilation are catered for by a most effi- 
cient unit, which has its controls in the centre of the facia. 
A switch for the two-speed booster fan is set below the 
facia. At any but the lowest speeds the fan was not found 
necessary, and very hot air could be circulated throughout 
the body interior. The system was found particularly 
effective if the rear quarter ventilators were opened a little. 
Luggage accommodation in the boot is generous, although 
some useful space is occupied by the vertically placed spare 
wheel. The jack and wheelbrace are kept in the locker, 
which is illuminated if the balanced lid is opened when 
the side lights are switched on. 

Beneath the bonnet the well-finished 90 deg V-eight 
engine is accessible for adjustment and maintenance. A 
large oil-bath air cleaner practically envelops the carburettor.

And A Point Concerning Lay-bys. There are three matters 
which I find puzzling in general motoring. 

At night, coming up to overtake a lorry, I find that the follow- 
ing procedure is universally acknowledged by heavy goods 
drivers: Driving with full head lights, a lorry is ahead so dip 
the lights, then “ Please may I pass? ” asked by main beam and 
dip again. On being answered,’ overtake, and in passing say 
“Thank you” by main beam and dip again. This is again 
answered. The trouble is that this leaves one speeding into 
the night on dipped lights; at what point is it etiquette to 
return to full lights? 

There has been some correspondence in the past concerning 
the question of knowing whether head lights are in the full or 
dipped position before switching them on. To drive a car at 
all it is necessary to learn some sort of cockpit drill. To this 
can be added the- procedure whereby head lights are never 
turned off without first dipping. This process is completely 
automatic for me, and I am always sure that the lights are dipped 
when I want to switch them on. Where is the difficulty about 
that? 

With the growth of lay-bys has come the warning sign that 
one is being approached. These signs are placed anything from 
a } to 1 mile before the lay-by concerned. Surely there must 
be an optimum distance for these signs, and would they not be 
less expensive and more useful if they were all sited at the same 


distance?

Cross-hands Technique 


It Gives Better Control, Why do so many driving schools 
forbid their pupils to cross hands on the wheel? Every day one 
sees new drivers pushing and pulling, or feeding the steering- 
wheel through their hands as though it were red hot. The 
manceuvre looks clumsy, and to me it seems that the turn made 
must be jerky. Why not two or three steady pulls left from 
1 o’clock back to 6 o’clock; or from 11 o’clock to 6 o’clock right? 
In my opinion the “cross-over” method gives better control. 

The only time when the “feeding-through ” method might be 
justified is when driving a forward-control heavy goods or pub- 
lic service vehicle with an almost vertical steering column and a 
very large wheel.

Complaint from an Anti-potterer. By preparing the “ Avoid- 
the-Traffic” road atlas now issued by Everybody’s, I feel that

For years now the more enterprising drivers have pored over 
road maps, studied contours and spent hours motoring along 
by-ways in order to find quick and traffic-free routes between 
various places. Another advantage of these alternative routes 
is that the middle-of-the-road potterers and the weekend- 
only menaces stay on the main roads and leave the by-ways 
free for those who can drive. 

Last weekend, for the first time in eight years, I found two 
of my favourite quiet runs off the main road chock-a-block 
with potterers, most of whom sat in the middle of the road, 
held a maximum speed of 25 m.p.h. and appeared to have 
neither gear boxes nor driving mirrors.

Geneva Rally: Another Little-Car 


magnificent scenery than Geneva 

and none could claim to be a 
better centre for competition motoring or 
for touring. The Geneva section of the 
Automobile Club of Switzerland last 
weekend organized its 25th International 
Rally, leading competitors for 1,000 
miles, mainly through mountainous 
country in Switzerland, France and Italy, 
in a great circuit of the lake of Gengva. 
There were seven special tests, nine time 
controls and two secret checks in France 
as demanded by the French authorities). 

The rally counted towards the 
European Touring Championship, but 
the list of starters, numbering only 57, was 
disappointingly small. There were eight 

British drivers, seven in English cars. 
The only official works entries were the 
B.M.C. cars, but other individuals were 
understood to have had works support. 

In the general classification Briigger’s 
special series D.K.W. headed the list with 
only half a mark lost. The first English 
car was the Triumph TR2 driven by 
André Wicky, of Lausanne, and the best 
all-British performance was that of 
Edward Parsons and Joan Vann in the 
Sunbeam Rapier. They were in fifteenth 
position, and lost 29.75 marks. 

Of the official B.M.C. team cars, the 
Sears-Best combination drove the Austin 
A.50 into nineteenth place with 38.85 
marks lost. 

Without detracting from the class 
winners’ performances, it is fair to say 
that in several cases the result had no 
special significance in view of the small 
number of cars in the class. In others 
the competition was very keen and, for 


| NEW cities are surrounded by more 


example, the TR2 did well to come 
second, contending with four Super 
Sprint Alfas and two Acecas. Frau. Ruth 
Lautmann and Renate Utermohl did ex- 
tremely well in the Ford Taunus, and not 
only won the Ladies’ Cup but also gained 
fourth place overall with 5.27 marks lost. 

With the accent on speed and accelera- 
tion in several of the special tests, it was 
to be expected that cars with a sporting 
performance would predominate. By 
relating the times of cars in different 
classes for the purpose of marking, an 
outstanding performance—such as that of 
Jean Aumas at Planfoy (Alfa 1900 TI)— 
in a medium-sized or small car could 
penalize larger cars if their times were, 
relatively, less good. 

Even so, there were competitors who 
felt that the Rally would have been better 
had there been more testing of driving 
skill and less dependence upon sheer 
performance. For the hill climbs the 
penalty for each 1/10th sec longer than 
the first of the class was 1/10th of a point. 

The average speed limits for the 
normal road sections were: in France, 
34-46 m.p.h.; in Italy and Switzerland, 
31 m.p.h. plus 10 minutes time in hand 
at a check point. 

Competitors were required to present 
their cars for verification on the Friday 
morning at the Quai du Mont-Blanc, A 
cold wind and continuous drizzle did not 
make the job of detail checking any 
pleasanter. As a result of this scrutineer- 
ing a number of class changes were made 
in the original list. The Wilson- 
Chambers A.90, which is, in effect, an 
Austin 105, was not accepted as normal 
production and had to move into the

special series with the Goxt-Shepherd 
A.90. Heuberger’s B.M.W. followed suit. 
Fontaine’s 300SL, on the other hand, was 
classed as a 1955 car brought up to 1956 
standards and thus it was moved from 
domination of the Special Series class into 
Grand Touring with the Schock and 
Basilius 300SLs. 

The start from the Quai at 2.30 p.m. 
was from a pint-size Mille Miglia ramp. 
The rain had almost stopped and, soon 
after they had driven through Customs 
just west of Geneva, competitors enjoyed 
a short spell of French sunshine. But 
this had again given way to storms and 
some road-level cloud as Noiretable and 
the mountain regularity test were 
reached. 

Starting at Forez, the so-called moun- 
tain test involved 13 km of undulating 
secondary road, which had to be covered 
at exactly 60 k.p.h. Problem—how to 
obtain accurate distance checks without 
kilometre stones or other static aids. 

St. Etienne control and reception were 
reached by the evening, with rain still 
falling. The Moser-Blumer D.K.W. 
was the only casualty, having retired with 
fuel feed trouble. The game little 2 cv 
Citroen (Schori and Siiess), unable to 
make the 60 k.p.h. average of the first 
test, had already lost many marks. 

At 8.30 p.m. the first cars moved out 
to Planfoy, on the outskirts of St. 
Etienne. Now dark, the Départ was 
illuminated like day by special lighting. 
Fontaine’s 300SL was first away, and 
most spéctacular in this speed hill-climb 
over a 5.4-km course. The record for 
the hill by Pozzy in a 4.5 Talbot (day- 
light and dry) is 3min 01.8sec. Fon-

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taine’s time was 3min 06.6sec; the other 
two Mercedes managed 3min 23sec and 
3min 25sec. Several Alfas got below 
3min 45sec, in particular Aymas and 
Jeannin’s with an exceptional 3min 
38.9sec in the Normal Touring class. 
Beyer’s Porsche Carrera recorded a 
lively 3min 42.3sec staying in low gear 
until one felt it must blow up. A num- 
ber or two later, Gremaud’s Porsche did 
just that. 

A quick, silent performance was that 
of Habisreutinger in the 1953 Continental 
Bentley; he achieved 3min 50.8séc (after 
apparently muffing his first change-up). 
Briigger’s remarkable D.K.W. returned 
3min 57.4sec. Best of the British car 
times were 3min 40.4sec for Patthey’s 
Aceca and 3min 41.6sec for André 
Wicky’s TR2. Gott’s Austin climbed in 
4min 09.8sec. 

And so the field—now 55—departed 
into the night for the long sweep south, 
then east via Tournon, Die, Gap and 
Briancon to Turin and the autostrada for 
Milan and Monza. Bad luck stayed away 
until dawn, when Harrison’s TR2 had a 
flat tyre and he was not able to make 
the control, which lay just ahead, within 
the Imin limit. 

No preparatory work was allowed at 
Monza and the cars started on their one 
practice lap and ten timed laps in groups 
of ten at 9 am. A penalty of 1/30th 
point resulted from each 1/10sec behind 
the best time for the class and, as before, 
the times of the classes were correlated. 

The speed took its toll, as expected. 
Leinhard, in the 2.4 Jaguar, lost three 
cylinders, at first said to be caused by a 
gasket but later found to be due only 
to rear carburettor fuel feed failure. His 
front tyres were also causing him some 
concern. Out of the rally, the car still 
continued through the tests back to 
Geneva. Easton inverted his Fiat, trying 
to pass Nancy Mitchell on a corner, but 
was unhurt; Glover’s Magnette suffered 
internal injuries; Aumas was without a 
clutch in his fast Alfa, and Lier’s power- 
ful Golden Hawk Studebaker | retired 
with clouds of blue smoke pouring from 
both exhaust pipes. 

Leaving Monza, Schild was driving his 
Porsche without a clutch; the 50-odd 
others apparently were intact. There 
followed an easy evening drive beside 
the shores of Lake Maggiore through 
Stresa and Domodossola. 

The Simplon Pass presented no diffi- 
culties even at night, although the. road 
was still snow-flanked at the top, and the 
Swiss side was much broken up both by 
the weather and the road engineers’ 
machinery. After the Sierre check point 
came the second night speed hill-climb 
on the Sierre-Montana international 
course. Mercedes were again fastest 
(Schock-Moll 7min 35.9sec), but excel- 
lent climbs were made by the Adda- 
Quinlin Alfa (8min . 24.6sec) and 
Grosgogeat’s D.K.W. (9min 23.9sec). 
Frau. Lautmann and Utermohl returned 
9min 35.2sec in the standard Taunus, and 
Sears and Best, 9min 37.6sec in the modi- 
fied A.50. 

Good, fast valley roads now led to Sion, 
Martigny and Aigle. Here, in the early 
hours of Sunday morning, the route 
turned north-east from the approach to 
Lake Geneva and looped around the 
mountains to the north for two regularity 
tests. The first included the Col des

Swiss Porsche drivers were first and second in their class and Beyer was second in the Rally

These final en route tests completed, 
competitors dropped down towards the 
lake shore and made for Cointrin, 
Geneva ya where the rally finished 
with the Flying Slalom test—driver only 
—on a sinuous, double horseshoe course. 

German cars were the only ones in- 
volved with the marking drums; Schock 
spun the Mercedes, Schild his Porsche 

rera, and Menke almost had his 
D.K.W. over. Jack Sears, going well, 
was most unlucky to have a front wheel 
collapse, but after a rapid change he 
finished the test. Fortunately, the results 
of one test could be omitted. The 
1,000-1,600 c.c. cars were all relatively 
good and Rapier, Peugeot 403, Aronde 
and Taunus all returned times under 
Imin 20sec. Here again, too, the 
D.K.W.s were most outstanding “ three- 
wheelers.” 

Retirements of early top performers 
altered penalties provisionally assessed 
after tests. Even so, when the results, 
listed below, were announced, it was no 
surprise to find D.K.W., Alfa Romeo and 
Porsche heading the general classification. 
Several examples of each make had been 
going consistently well.

Marsh’s Standard Ten almost stood on 
its nose and the front brakes of D. Brewis’ 
Triumph TR2 were doing all the work. 

Wednesday brought more tests at Gask 
Aerodrome, after which the route led 
through Pitlochry, Braemar and Dufftown. 
Black lines and lumps of earth round a 
nasty bend by Torphins told of avoid- 
ances. The boys of Drumtochty Castle 
school were out ‘in their smart green 
blazers, marshalling at the water-splash. 
Here, C. A. Walsh was high and dry with 
a broken brake pipe on his new Ford 
Zephyr and, strangely, no hand-brake 
either. 

This section was followed by a fierce 
little reversing and brake test down a 
winding gradient. Here, as might be ex- 
pected, people got into trouble reversing. 
W. S. Watson’s D.K.W. slipped out of 
reverse and R. T. Haddow’s Jaguar XK120 
spat back as fuel flowed away from the 
jets.

ESTED. by the Road Research 

Laboratory has been a braking 
system that is operated by vacuum 
servo linkage from the throttle pedal, 
so that when the foot is off the 
accelerator the brakes are applied. I 
am never too sure about this type of 
control “ simplification” and confess to 
a certain amount of relief in reading 
that the system was not entirely satis- 
factory, besides being expensive to 
install. Braking was always the same 
in degree, whereas graduated braking 
is often required, and no advantage in 
emergency stopping power over the 
ordinary system was found. Possible 
application might be to commercial 
vehicles, where a servo system is often 
fitted already and in which driver 
fatigue from braking is heavier. 


Out of this World 


F you are taking the avoiding route 
round Paris that goes Amiens, Com- 

piégne, Chateau Thierry and all places 
south I urge you to take N373 through 
the celebrated forest of Compiégne. It 
goes straight through the forest, which 
is beautiful enough, and takes you into 
Pierrefonds. As you climb out of the 
village, a glance to the right precipi- 
tates you into the Middle Ages or fairy- 
land, depending on whether you are an 
historian or a romantic, for the chateau 
at Pierrefonds is a splendour of turrets 
such as can be seen nowhere else. 

Vivian Rowe, in his latest book on 
the Royal Chateaux of Paris, says that 
it is an object of scorn tothe learned, 
and while I am prepared to admit my 
unlearnedness I am a little relieved to 
find that the reason is the extravagances 
of Viollet-le-Duc in the interior rather 
than his restoration of the exterior, 
which is authentic. No one could look 
at the exterior of Pierrefonds without 
feeling his soul soar towards the skies 
above the castellations of its towers. 

The first castle dated from the tenth 
century, the magnificent one from 1392. 
In 1617 Louis XIII ordered it to be 
razed and Napoleon bought the ruins 
for 3,000 francs. Napoleon III ordered 
Viollet-le-Duc to rebuild in 1857. 

Even Vivian Rowe, who knows far 
more of France that I can ever hope 
to, says that Pierrefonds is the most 
romantic of all castles in appearance. 
So far as I am concerned, I can never 
believe that it will still be there the 
next time I traverse N373. The Sleep- 
ing Beauty no doubt lies in its inner- 
most chamber, and I am prepared to 
bet that Rapunzel looks out from a tur- 
ret window on occasion. Oh dear; if 
only I were a Prince Charming or a 
hair-climber!

HE maker of my car is reported to 

have said that he didn’t care 
whether plastics could be made indis- 
tinguishable from wood or not; while 
there was wood available he wanted it 
used for the facia. Bless him for those 
entirely correct views; there is nothing 
like wood. So many plastics fans for- 
get the sound-deadening properties of 
a wood facia. 

When the car was new a facia drawer 
did not quite fit and I did a sand-paper 
job on it to get a smooth sliding in 
and out—an easy matter I don’t know 
about you, but I can do anything with 
wood whereas I nearly always make a 
mess of handling synthetics.

“A PPLIQUE” is not a_ term 

normally used in motor car 
manufacture, so that my eye was 
caught by it when it occurred in the 
heading of an item about the use of 
aluminium for decorative appliqué 
on cars. Mr. R. C. Dye, of the Olin 
Mathieson Chemical company of 
America, was explaining how alu- 
minium coverings were fitted to roof 
panels of Cadillacs for market research 
purposes. It is useful in this applica- 
tion both decoratively and as a heat 
reflector. 

Soft-tempered sheets of 0.041 gauge 
were successfully pressed after initial 
tearing ‘and shearing. They were 
affixed at first by brazing, but tech- 
nique improvement eliminated the 
brazing and the distortion that went 
with it, though it was necessary to fit 
individual cars. Each covering was 
fitted and then removed and placed on 
a plastics block, on which dents and 
damage in¢urred in fitting were re- 
moved. A wire-brushed finish was 
given by abrasive paper, with 
kerosene as a lubricant, and an air- 
craft adhesive was used for final fixing. 

I find this a fascinating account of 
what an enterprising industry will do 
in order to tickle the customer’s fancy, 
and I like the dead-pan conclusion (2) 
that is quoted: The difficulties could 
be eliminated by production of the roof 
itself in aluminium!

NURBURGRING 
MOBILGAS ECONOMY 


TWENTY-FIVE COUNTRIES 
were represented at the F.I.A.’s inter- 
national congress held at Baden-Baden 
in West Germany on May 24-25. The 
Federation’s C.S.I. (International 
Sports Commission) has decided to 
prolong the present: formula 1 speci- 
fication (up to 2.5 litres unblown or 
750 c.c. blown) until December 31, 
1959. There will also be a new formula 
2 for unblown racing cars of up to 
1,500 c.c., with engine power output 
restricted through the use of a standard 
fuel, almost certainly 100 octane petrol. 
The current formula 3 (racing cars up 
to 500 c.c. unblown) has been extended 
until 1960. 

From January 1, production cars will 
be divided into four categories: 1, stan- 
dard touring; 2, special touring; 3, 
standard gran turismo; 4, special gran 
turismo cars. , 

The Commission has also issued a 
directive to all national clubs to take 
another -look at their. security precau- 
tions for both spectators and drivers at 
all future races. A further meeting of 
the C.S.I. is planned to take place at 
Milan in the autumn, 


THE FOURTH ROUND in the 
sports car championship—the Nur- 
burgring 1,000 kilometres—goes to 
Maserati, with another victory for 
Stirling Moss. It was sad that, of the 
five British cars entered for the race, 
only the Collins-Brooks Aston Martin 
should have finished—fifth in the 
general clagsification. Had it not been 
for the delay caused by a blocked jet 
early in the race the car would almost 
certainly have finished third. There 
seems to be something to be learned 
from ‘the fact that a single (and small) 
Italian manufacturer—Ferrari—should 
have brought along twice as many cars 
as the two British manufacturers could 
manage to muster between them. 
When Paul Frére bent his car during 
practice another had to be sent from 
England—there were no reserves from 
which to draw. 

By a curious clause in the race regu- 
lations, the Aston Martin was, at first, 
credited with sixth place. The clause 
reads, “As soon as the winner of the 
respective class has crossed the finishing 
line the race of this class is finished. 


All other cars of this class will be 
flagged in, in the order of their 
arrival, without taking into considera- 
tion the number of laps completed.” 
Peter Collins was lying fifth, astern of 
the Trips-Maglioli Porsche; both cars 
were on their 43rd lap,-a lap behind 
Moss when he crossed the finishing 
line, the winner. Collins, when he 
crossed the line on completion of his 
43rd lap, was flagged in. Trips, on the 
other hand, who was leading his class, 
did not finish his race until he had 
completed an extra lap—making the 
full race distance of 44 laps, and one 
more than Collins. This was fair 
enough—Trips was ahead of the Aston 
Martin anyway. But what complicated 
matters was that the second Porsche, 
lying behind Collins and on the same 
lap, also went through to complete the 
full 44 laps with von Trips—making, 
therefore, one lap more than Collins. 

When the results’ were first 
announced, the two Porsches were 
credited with fourth and fifth places. 
However, reason prevailed; the strict 
requirements of the law were waived 
and the Aston was credited with its 
rightful fifth position. 

The only private British entry, the 
Fitzwilliam-Carnegie M.G. A, dropped 
the exhaust valve of the rear cylinder 
during practice. All valves were 
replaced while the drivers continued 
their practice in a car borrowed from a 
local agent.’ During the race the 
trouble recurred—same cylinder, same 
valve—on the straight which approaches 
the pits. Carnegie was driving at the 
time and the car was second in its 
class. Fitzwilliam hurried out to the 
scene with a mechanic and, between 
them, they removed the head and the 
broken bits of valve. Carnegie rejoined 
the race on three cylinders. Unfor- 
tunately, after only three laps of this 
unbalanced existence, the car was 
black flagged and disqualified—the 
regulations insist that only the driver 
may work on the car when it is out on 
the circuit. 


ON .THE 23rd of this month, the 
Vintage Sports Car Club is holding its 
Oulton Park meeting, the principal 
event of the day being the 100-kilo- 
metre race for the Richard Seaman 
Memorial Trophies. The race is open 
to Vintage and Historic racing cars 
built before December 31, 1940. This 
is now a well-established annual event 
which, in previous years, has been held 
at Silverstone. It provides owners of 
pre-war facing cars with a first-class, 
long-distance race, and the younger 
generation of spectators with an oppor- 
tunity to see what the forerunners of 
the modern G.P. car looked like—and 
how well they went. 

In addition to cash awards for all 
cars placed in this event (£25 for first 
place, £15 for second, £5 for third— 
with £10 for the fastest Vintage car), 
all starters will be assisted with their 
expenses. 

The Richard Seaman Trophies were, 
in fact, won by the late Dick Seaman 
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whilst driving for Mercedes-Benz, and 
were presented to the V.S.C.C. by 
George Monkhouse, to be held by the 
winners for one year. In addition to 
the trophy event there will be 5-lap 
scratch and handicap races, and one 10- 
lap race for the 1,500 c.c. Champion- 
ship, which is for Vintage and Historic 
cars up to 1} litres. 

Owners of eligible cars should get in 
touch with the secretary, T. W. Carson, 
Brook Cottage, Bishops Green, New- 
bury. 


WHILE THE Vintage and Historic 
lacing cars are noisily entertaining the 
Oulton Park crowds at the Richard 
Seaman Trophy meeting, a very dif- 
ferent sort of contest will be taking 
place at Elsworth, ten miles from Cam- 
bridge. Instead of the roar of exhausts, 
there will be the hiss of steam; the 
squeal of tyres will be replaced by the 
rumble of vast, iron-shod wheels as 
they travel slowly over the sun-baked 
ground .. . the buzz of a thousand 
insects . . . quiet glasses of beer in the 
shade of the oak trees . . . and so on. 
The meeting is the Cambridgeshire 
Traction Engine Rally, organized by 
the National Traction Engine Club. 

I have never witnessed this event, 
but I understand from those who have 
that it is a most impressive spectacle. 
Last year there were 20 of these steel 
monsters, enamel and brasswork a-glit- 
ter, spurting steam and wending their 
anything-but-nimble way through 
obstacle and scarecrow races with great 
dignity. As well as this meeting, on 
June 23, the Club is to hold another 
meeting on June 9, at Shippon Farm, 
Shippon, near Abingdon. Apart from 
passing a pleasant and gentle afternoon, 
you will be doing a national service by 
going along; the proceeds of the 
June 9 meeting are to go to the Cornea 
Plastic Unit of the Eye Bank, East 
Grinstead, and of the second, to the 
National Playing Fields Association. 


THE BELGIAN GP. this weekend 
will lose some of its interest for British 
followers of the sport with the news 
that the two B.R.M.s have been with- 
drawn. The Owen Racing Organiza- 
tion has decided to hold them back for 
the French G.P. at Rheims on July 1, 
in order to allow more time to cure 
the troubles which beset the cars at 
Monaco. The Organization has re- 
leased Mike Hawthorn to drive for 
another manufacturer, but at the 
moment of writing it is not known 
whether he will do so. The Italian 
independent Scotti will be the only 
driver at the wheel of a Connaught, 
and there are, of course, two Vanwalls, 
to be driven by Maurice Trintignant 
and Harry Schell. There is much 
speculation in Belgium as to how they 
will fare on the very fast Spa-Francor- 
champs circuit, which is probably the 
most tricky of all the European 
courses and second only to Monza in 
lap speed. 

The Moss-Fangio and Maserati- 
Ferrari combined duels will be carried 
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a further stage, and it will be interest- 
ing to watch how both these drivers 
and cars react to this circuit, so very 
different from the short and relatively 
slow maze at Monaco. 


THE MOBILGAS Economy Run— 
granted an International permit by the 
R.A.C. for the first time this year— 
should produce results much more 
illustrative of what a normal produc- 
tion saloon may be expected to do 
when carefully driven. Though the 
winning Triumph TR2 in last year’s 
run achieved the astonishing figure of 
71.02 m.p.g., it makes a bit of a non- 
sense when the extremes in preparation 
and driving technique allowed by the 
regulations are taken into considera- 
tion. This year things are different. 

No longer is coasting to be allowed, 
and an observer is to be carried in 
every car to see that this rule is main- 
tained. Tyres must be of catalogued 
section and must not be inflated above 
the manufacturers’ recommended pres- 
sures. Only alterations to carburettor 
settings will be permitted; changes in 
the number of choke tubes, or in the 
make and type of carburettors, are for- 
bidden, Cars must run with all normal 
fixed components and accessories in 
position, so that it will not be possible 
materially to reduce the standard 
weight. As it is not permitted to set 
an average speed of more than 30 
m.p.h. on public roads, competitors 
will do an hour’s fast touring at Good- 
wood, averaging about 50 m.p.h., and 
using the same carburettor settings as 
have been used on the road section. 

The Run starts from the Phyllis 
Court Club, at Henley-on-Thames, on 
Saturday, June 16. 

There are four classes for unmodified 
production touring cars of different 
engine sizes (under 1,000, 1,000-1,600, 


1,600-2,600, and over 2,600 c.c.) and 
an all-comers class for sports cars, 
specials and freaks; observers will not 
be carried in this class. The event is 
organized by the Hants and Berks 
M.C.; entries close on Wednesday, 
June az by the first postal delivery. 
Secretary of the meeting is Holland 
Birkett, 228, Fleet Road, Fleet, Hamp- 
shire. 


MASERATI has purchased a Lotus 
Eleven chassis frame from Colin 
Chapman. It is intended, apparently, 
to fit-it with a 14-litre Maserati engine 
for the Supercortemaggiore sports car 
race at Monza, to be driven by Stirling 
Moss and Jean Behra. 

This bears out what has been felt for 
some time—that the Continental sports 
cars are much heavier than the British. 
Despite the claimed output of the 
Maserati engine (in excess of -130 
b.h.p.) the cars are nothing like so fast 
as the Lotus or the Cooper. Either the 
power output is very optimistic, or it 
proves the old lesson that it is one 
thing to produce power and another to 
use it. 

Talking of production, I hear that 
the latest Chapman prototype (a 
daughter) was a bit overweight by 
Lotus standards (94lb at birth), but was 
only two days overdue in delivery— 
in contrast to the more usual two 
months associated with the Totten- 
ham factory, so Colin tells me! 


APPROVAL of the Automobilclub 
von Deutschland’s proposal to run the 
18th German Grand Prix as an inter- 
national sports car race has been with- 
held by the FIA. The A.v.D. 
consequently has had to abandon this 
plan, and the event will now be a full 
formula 1 contest qualifying towards 
the world championship. The date 
will remain as before, on August 5. 


AT AN INQUIRY following the acci- 
dent during the first lap of the Grand 
Prix des Frontiéres at Chimay, it was 
established that the fault lay with a

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small group of spectators who had 
taken up their position in a forbidden 
area. During practice, Chris Threl- 
fall’s brother left the road in his Lotus 
in the same place as the accident 
occurred. The authorities decided that 
it was a dangerous area and put it out 
of bounds to spectators. A group of 
people—with the dual purpose of ob- 
taining a better view of the racing and 
sheltering from the sun—had settled 
on and behind the protecting barriers 
in this area, It is tragic and regrettable 
that their enthusiasm should have had 
such serious results, but it illustrates, 
once more, the stupidity of standing 
where the authorities say you may not. 


MAKE A NOTE in your diary of the 
Ninth British Grand Prix meeting, 
which returns to Silverstone again this 
year and will be held on July 14. As 
one of the classics counting towards 
the World Drivers’ Championship, it 
must last for a minimum of three hours 
or cover at least 500 km (312 miles). 
In view of the speeds recorded at the 
Daily Express meeting earlier this 
month, when the main event was won 
at over 100 m.p.h., the B.R.D.C. has 
decided to increase the length of this 
year’s G.P. to 500 km, to make quite 
sure of meeting these qualifications. 

The day’s races will also feature the 
first in the world to be run under the 
proposed new Formula 2 regulations, 
due to come into force on January 1 
of next year. This formula calls for 
racing cars of under 1,500 c.c. running 
on 100 octane petrol, and the idea is 
to give constructors a chance of exer- 
cising their new cars in preparation for 
next year. 


AS THE controlling body of motor 
sport throughout the Commonwealth 
(with the exception of South Africa) 
the R.A.C. has, until now, acted as the 
direct authority. Dean Delamont, 
competitions manager of the R.A.C., 
is now on a visit to Canada, with the 
idea of handing over a certain amount 
of “self-government” in _ sporting 
matters, and generally discussing the 
organization of the sport in the 
Dominion. At the invitation of the 
organizers, he attended the Indian- 
apolis 500-mile race last Wednesday, 
and while in America he is to discuss 
the interchange of competitors in sport- 
ing events between America and 
Canada. 


BRIEF NEWS of the anything-but- 
brief Rheims French Grand Prix meet- 
ing on June 30-July 1, for which regu- 
lations are available. The 12-hour 
sports car race has been divided into 
two—up to, and over 2-litres. The 
smaller class will do its racing between 
10 a.m. and 10 p.m. on June 30, and 
the larger cars will run between mid- 
night on June 30 and mid-day on July 
1. Finally, the Grand Prix itself will 
start at 2.45 p.m. on July 1; all in all, 
there will be something like 32 hours 
of motor racing.
